Newby Court was the Manor House of Newby, which 
may perhaps have been a new village when the Danes 
settled in the Midlands along the Wreke, but which, 
whon I know it, was tho type cf an old-world hamlet 
within the district once governed by the Five Burghs.

Young Mr. GLADSTONE’S communication to th 
press with reference to his father’s telegrams to the 
Lorp Maron, leaves the question at issue rather more 
involved than ever. The facts are these :—The LORD 
Maron was desirous of initiating a two-fold scheme, 


one branch of which was intended to raise funds for ; 


the relief of ladies in want through non-payment of 
rent in Ireland, and the cther to create an organisa- 
tion of volunteers to assist in keeping order in Ire- 
land. Before doing so, and in order to prevent the 
matter assuming a party-aspect, he asked Mr. GLAD- 
STONE'S opinion as to the advisability of the double 
scheme. Mr. GLADSTONE thereupon telegraphed to 
the Lorp Mayor: “ My first impression is that the 
reasons which prevent our participating may possibly 
in this case prevent our advising.” He added, how- 
ever, that he would write to Ircland on the subject, 
and, having done so, he again telegraphed: Irish 
Government agrecs with me in my firat impression. 
We believe the association to be a justifiable move- 
ment, but advice from us as to English aid involves 
many other considerations, and would, we think, be 
more likely to do harm than good.”

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LOSS OF AN ARCTIC EXPLORING 
SHIP. 

News has reached the Government of Irkutsk, in 
Eastern Siberia, that on the i4th of September last 
three natives of the village of Oulons, near Cape Barhay, 
situate 140 versts to the north of Cape siikofi, discovered 
a large boat containing eleven strangers, who stated that 
they belonged to the crew of the Arctig exploring steamer 
Jeannette. They had undergone terrible suffering. On 
hearing the news the deputy-governor of the district was 
immediately dispatched with a doctor and a supply of 
medicine to the help of the shipwrecked sailors, whom 
he was instructed to bring to Irkutsk. He wes also to do 
all in his or to recover the remainder of the crew. A 
sum of roubles was placed at his disposal to defray 
the first expenses. Engincer Melville has telegraphed 
to the United States Legation that the Jeannette was 
srrcounded and crushed by the ice on the 23rd of June, 
in latitude 77 north, longitude 157 east. The crew left 
the vessel in three boats, which about 50 miles from the 
mouth of the Lena were separated by violent winds and 
thick fogs. Boat 3, which Mr. Melville commanded, 
arrived on the th September at the eastern mouth of 
the Lena, where it was stopped by blocks of ice near the 
village of Bolonenga, a himiet inhabited by idolaters. 
Boat 1 also reached the same — — The men in these 
boats state that Lieutenant Delong, Dr. Ambler, and 
twelve other shipwrecked sailors, landed at the northern 
mouth of the a, and are in a fearful condition, 
soveral suffering from frost-bitten limbs.
